A bill will be Introduced at the com¬ 
ing session of the Legislator? by a 
member of the Louisville delegation to 
give the city the right to sell the $925,- 
000 of stork which It holds In the Louis¬ 
ville Gas Company. The result. 

It l» said, may be that the prop¬ 
erty of the Gas Company, the Kentucky 
Heating Company and the Louisville 
Electric Light Comoany may be pur¬ 
chased by an Eastern syndicate, which 
has sent numerous agents here to ne¬ 
gotiate for the purchase of the three 
comiainiCM. The money which the city 
will receive from the sale of Its stock 
will bo usnd In the building of more 
sewers, which ar? sorely needed, and 
the csjnsiniciion of on armory, both 
projects being heartily favored by May¬ 
or Grainger and members of the Gen¬ 
eral Council. 

The stumbling block which has here¬ 
tofore prevented the sale of the Gas 
Company's stock to any foreign corpor¬ 
ation was the fact that the stock held 
by the city of Louisville could not be 
sold without the consent of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly. In other words, a bill 
granting the city the privilege to sell 
the stock would have to be passed. 
This Is necessary because the Gas Com¬ 
pany secured Its charter from the city 
by an net of the Legislature. Accord¬ 
ing to the act. which Is virtually an 
agreement between the city and the Gas 
(’ompany. the Gas Company secured tho 
exclusive right to sell all manufactured 
gas f«»r Illuminating or lighting pur¬ 
poses consumed In the city of Louisville, 
and the city. In turn, was bound to hold 
Its stock until such time as the Legis¬ 
lature gave It the right to dispose of It. 

• • • 

Steps Already Taken. 

It Is known that the directors of the 
Louisville Ohs Company, members of 
the General Council and Mayor Grain¬ 
ger are favorable to the bill. The mat¬ 
ter has gone so far that It Is said the 
bill has already been drawn and 1s now 
ready to be presented to the Legisla¬ 
ture. The deal would give the Gas Com¬ 
pany an opportunity to dispose of Its 
flock advantageously and at the same 
time put nearly 11,000.000 Into the 
city treasury to be expended for pub¬ 
lic Improvements. The sale of the city’s 
gas stock was a thing which Mr. 
Charles P. Weaver advocated through¬ 
out his term of four years as Mayor, 
and Mr. Grainger is probably more 
heartily In favor of the sale than he. 
Consequently. It is apparent that, with 
the Indorsement of all parties, there Is 
little likelihood of tho failure of the 
bill to pais. 

• • • 

City Must Take Initiative. 

It Is learned that before the city’s 
stock can be sold an ordinance author¬ 
izing the sale must be passed by the 
General Council, two-thirds of the mem¬ 
bers of both branches voting for It. 
Before the ordinance can become effec¬ 
tive It must th*»n be signed by the May¬ 
or. It Is believed that such an ordinance 
can be passed. Then It Is necessary that 
two-thirds of the directors of the 
Louisville Gas Company vote In favor 
of the sale. It Is also said that all 
the directors of the Gas Company will 
vote In favor of the sale. With the con¬ 
sent of a majority of the members of 
the governing bodies of each of the two 
contracting parties, the Legislature 
would probably not hesitate to act. It 
is said that all these matters have been 
discussed by representatives of the Gas 
Company and the city, and that thecon-l 
ditions given above meet with general 
HAtlafoctlon. 

It Is said that negotiations are pend¬ 
ing for the purchase of the stock of the 
Kentucky Heating Company by the 
syndicate, and there will be no difficulty 
In getting this property. The Louis¬ 
ville Electric Light Company, being an 
adjunct of the Gas Company, would, of 
course, go when the gas stock Is sold. 

City’s Revenue From Gas Stock. 

The city receives an annual dividend 
of G per cent, on Us stock In the Gas 
Company. This amounts to $46,250 
every year. Mayor Grainger has given 
numerous reasons for believing the 
stock should be sold. In the first pine*' 
he want more sower* built and bo. 
He vea the city should be provided with 
anLarmory and a free circulating 
llhnttv. There Is apparently no way 
to get . the money with which to mnk * 
these Improvements except by selling 
the tffuVock, unless the tax levy should 
be increased to «uch u rate as to be 
burdensome on the taxpayers. 

In the election of 1 !Kk> the voters of 
Louisville koted on the proposition for 
the city towssue $500,000 of bonds, part 
of the money derived therefrom t»» l>e 
usm] in the purchase of Central Pa*k 
•■rpgdnder t«» be spent In I*ttlld- 
Jng sowers. 

On the face of the returns the propo¬ 
sition carried, hut City Attorney Stone 
brought suit, contesting ttic- validity of 
the vote. The Court of Appeals re¬ 
cently ordered that the ballot'* in cer¬ 
tain precincts be counted Mr. Stone 
claims that when this Is done It will 
be plain that the proposition was de¬ 
feated At any rate, the bonds have 
never been Issued and the city has 
never received the money with which 
to build sewer*. Consequently the 
preposition to sell th* gas stock and 
get sufficient money to build sewers is 
more generally approved than It might 
Le if the bonds had been Issued. 


Chicago, Dec. 29.—(Special.]—The 
Washington correspondent of the Inter 
Ocean telegraphs his paper to-night as 
follows: 

’’Henry Oxnard’s proposition to give 
the Cuban planters a bounty of half 
cent a pound on their sugar and make 
no tariff concessions to Cuba will not 
be adopted by Congress. The Cuban 
Committee argues that Mr. Oxnard has 
discovered that Congress Intends to fol¬ 
low the recommendation of the Presi¬ 
dent and provide for reciprocal trade 
relations with Cuba. Oxnard says his 
plan is to help the Cuban planters 
without bringing their crop Into compe¬ 
tition with the beet sugar producers In 
this country. 

“It would undoubtedly help the Cuban 
planters, and at the same time keep up 
the price of sugar in this country’. But 
who would pay the bounty? Th* Amec- 
lean people consumed about 2,300,000 


j tons of sugar last year, and the beet 
sugar factories made only 70.000 tons, or 
less than 3 per cent, of the consump- 
, tlon. The cane sugar planters in this 
[ country produced 230.000 tons and the 
total sugar production of the United 
States (excluding Hawaii and Porto Ri¬ 
co j was 300,000 tons, or about 7 per cent, 
i of the consumption. Cuba produced 
more than 600,000 tons last year. 

•’Mr. Oxnard. In his hearing before 
the Porto Rico Commission of the Sen- 
! ate two years ago. insisted that Cuba 
j could produce more sugar than this 
I country consumed. If he Is correct In 
his estimates regarding the sugar prod- 
‘ uct of Cuba under modern methods ar.d 
1 peaceful conditions hi* one-hull cent 
bounty would In a few* years rail for 
an appropriation of about $25,000,000 for 
sugar bounty to the Cuban planters 
and manufacturers of sugar, or three, 
times as much as the whole crop of 
beet sugar In this country Is worth at 
the high-water price of raw sugar, fou.- 
oents a pound.

Dinner Given By Minister Conner Creates a Sensation 
In Celestial Circles, As All Prece¬ 
dent Is Broken Down. 


PekJn. Dec 29.—Considerable sensa¬ 
tion has been caused In Chinese official 
circles by a dinner given at his resi¬ 
dence by United State* Minister Conger, 
and which was attended by the leading 
officials of the Chinese Foreign office. 
Among the officlalp present was Mu 
Tung, a former Boxer leader, and Wang 
Wen Shao. one of the Chinese plenipo¬ 
tentiaries. The dinner was attended by 
several American women. 


It was formerly the custom for prom¬ 
inent Chinese officials never to enter 
a foreign legation except upon the most 
formal occasions, while the meeting of 
foreign women socially would have been 
considered as degrading op would the 
associating with Chinese women upon 
the name footing. 

This event Is significant of the 
progressive tendency of to-day which 
has recently been manifested in many 
ways.

Pekin, Dec. 29.—A party of Manrhu 
Princes, Including Prince Su. collector 
of taxes on goods entering Pekin, 
started Saturday to meet the Chinese 
court. Prince Su Intends to present his 
claim to be sent as an envoy to Great 
Britain upon the occasion of the corona¬ 
tion of King Edward. 

The Dowager Empress Is making vig¬ 
orous efforts to assert herself before tho 
Chinese populace, with a view of re¬ 
trieving the prestige lost by her during 
the last few years. 

The programme for the court’s return 
to Pekin provides that the Emperor 
shall precede the Dow^ager Empress to 
this city in order that he may be en¬ 
abled to mee-. the Dowager Empress 
with great honors at the station when 
she arrives. 

The Ministers of the foreign Powers 
at Pekin have agreed that when the 
Chinese Court returns here. If they n~e 
merely Invited to dine with the Tsung 
LI Yamen. us heretofore. Instead of 
with the Chinese Emperor In the pul- I 
nee. as w*as recently stipulated, that 
they will all refuse the Invitation, 

Two thousand mlitional Chlnen? 
tioops entered Pekin Inst Friday. 

The Austrian* have mounted two J 
large guns upon the fortifications sur¬ 
rounding their legation. The other for¬ 
eign legations keep th-ir guns con¬ 
cealed. Although the British are well 
supplied with artillery and the Ger¬ 
mans can occasionally be seen drilling 
on their glai Is with field and rapid- 
lire guns, the Americans, who hold the 
crucial posilfon at the Chain-Men 
gate, nre not supplied with artillery. 

No Artillery For American Legation. 

With the approval of American Minis¬ 
ter Conger. MaJ. Robertson, of the 
Ninth Infantry, commanding the lega¬ 
tion guard, applied to the War Depart¬ 
ment for two guns. This application 
wus refused because when ti • depart¬ 
ment consulted W. W. Rock hill, special 
commissioner of the United States heic, 
on the matter, the latter replied that 
artillery was not needed and that its 
presence would be harmful. 

At New i 'ham- the Russians have 
secured «.»utrol of the telegraphs and 
cables. This action on the part of Rus¬ 
sia Is causing disputes between that 
country and the foreign t’ousuls at New 
Chong. 


Manila, Dec. 29.—Referring to the 
work accomplished by the United States 
Philippine Commission during the last 
year. Gov. Wright S4ld to-day: 

’’Out of darkness has come light and 
Immense and wondrous stride*, have 
taken place. A year ago everything 
outside of Manila was practically chaos; 
now’, outside of the few province* where 
the Insurrection still exists, everything 
Is in a most flourishing condition. In 
the 309 miles, from Manila north to 
Apart!, not a hostile stmt has been fired 
for many months. wttUe houses have 
been built and are still building, and 
crops have been planted. 

’•These same conditions apply to the 
larger part of Southern Luzon.” 

Gov. Wright said he was satisfied 
that the majority of the Filipinos rec¬ 
ognize and appreciate what has be»*n 
done and that their leaders were doing 
nil In their power to bring the remain¬ 
ing Insurgents to a peaceful view of the 
situation. 

Concluding, Gov. Wright ca!d the na¬ 
tives inhabiting th** Island of Samar 
had. during all their history, been an 
unmanageable race and he was not sur¬ 
prised at their present hostility. 

Henry Allen, formerly Governor 
of the Island of Leyte, and who was 
chosen chief of the Insular constabulary, 
has left Manila for a tour of Inspection 
through the Islands or Leyte ond Min¬ 
doro.

FLOOD AT LANCASTER 

High Water Puts Out Lights In the 
Pennsylvania City. 

Lancaster. Fa., Dec. 29.—A heavy 
rainfall has been continuous in this sec¬ 
tion since last evening. All the streams 
In the county are swollen greatly be¬ 
yond their volume, and the Conestoga 
creek has overflowed Its banks to an 
extent unknown In recent years. The 
bridge crossing this stream nt Engle- 
side Is threatened with destruction and 
traffic on the Lancaster-Strasburg rail¬ 
way, of which the bridge Is a link, has 
been suspended. The bridge has be¬ 
gun to move, and it Is believed will be 
waahed away. It was erected seventy- 
five years ago. 

High water at the plant of the Lan¬ 
caster Electric Light Company, at Rw k 
Hill, on the Conestoga, affected the sys¬ 
tem, and sections of the city are In 
darkness to-nfght. The Susquehanna 
river is rising rapidly. At Safe Har¬ 
bor, where Conestoga empties, the rise 
In the river is at the rate of six Inches 
an hour. The tracks of the Port De¬ 
posit and Columbia railroad at this 
point are submerged and much appre¬ 
hension is felt for property on low- 
lying ground. At Bald Friar, further 
down the river, a landslide has occurred 
covering the tracks at Columbia and 
Mxirietta. The river has not yet risen 
sufficiently to cause alarm. 

TRACKS UNDER WATER. 

Traffic Suspended Between Knoxville 
and Asheville On the Southern. 

Knoxville. Tenn., Dec. 29.—Incessant 
rains for the past forty-••!ght hours 
throughout East Tennessee threaten to 
do more damage to property than the 
disastrous flood of last May, when eight 
lives were lost and fully two million 
dollars’ damage was done to railroad 
and farming property. The Southern 
railway has annulled all trains between 
this city and Asheville, N. C., owing to 
water-covered and perhaps badly- 
washed tracks between Newport and 
Rankin All through traffic and mail 
will be handled over the Norfolk and 
i Western.

The Belle Oil Company was organized 
by Mr. Hughes and he Invested consid¬ 
erable money In this territory himself 
before effecting the organization. The 
comimny’s territory Is along Stinking 
creek In the northeast part of the coun¬ 
ty. Its wells are all drilled to the sec¬ 
ond sand, which Is found at 770 to 8.5 
feet This Is the only pay «and In the 
territory. A pure white sand Is found 
400 or 500 feet higher up, and some of 
the wells have made a little show there.

Dry Wells. 

The Belle Oil Company has drilled a 
well southeast of Its own property, at 
the Junction of Turkey and Stinking 
creek*. This well wo* dry. The Belle 
OH Company also drilled a well, 1.500 
feet deep for the Baker Farm OH Com¬ 
pany northeast of It* property about 
two miles. This well wns also dry. 

The Chippewa Oil Company drilled 
i east of the Bell wells, on Middle Fork, 
i and got a dry hole. 

The Bluegrass Oil Company has four 
wells adjoining the Bel! wells *on the 
! east. AH of them w»ere drilled to the 
second sand and plugged. All are called 
producers. One of them Is credited by 
local report of having a capacity of 
fifty barrel* a day. 

The McAdamy well, two miles west 
from the northern part of Stir.kl.tg 
creek.

The Mountaineer Oil Company well, 
on Turkey creek, is dry. 

These wells cover the Stinking creek

AH tl.e operating companies that have 
been mentioned were newly organized 
by the holders of leases. Most of them 
paid a bonu* for their lands, which 
makes It hard for other companies to 
get in on fair terms. Farmers leased a 
good part of the productive territory to 
local speculators, who arc holding It 'or 
a price, and the land owners that have 
not leased hav? large ideas regarding 
the value of :helr untested acreages.

ONE OF GREAT PROSPERITY. 


YEAR ENDS WITH STOCKS AT 
HIGH LEVEL. 


RAILWAYS REACH THE LIMIT. 


Whether the Zenith Has Been Reached 
In Trade and Commerce Is To 
Be Seen. 


CONDITIONS AS THEY STAND. 


New York, Dec. 29.—{Special.]—Mr. 
Philip King, under the caption of "The 
Financial Situation," In to-morrow's 
Sun will say: 

The year which Is Just expiring has 
been one of the most notable—perhaps 
the most notable—In our financial his¬ 
tory. In It the material well-being of 
our country has touched the highest 
pitch that M has ever enjoyed. A series 
of events running back for half a de- 
cad* have lent cumulative force to our 
wealth, power and general prosperity, 
and we are to-day. so far as riches are 
concerned, the most blessed of peoples. 
Much that has befallen has been the 
natural development of our native re¬ 
sources and innate business ability, 
which nothing human could abate or 
delay; and much of It, too, has been 
simply the capricious and terrible kind¬ 
liness of fortune, who has sent upon our 
heads a golden shower wrung from the 
tears and miseries of other lands. It Is 
easy to see now that the foundation of 
the great rise In values that has taken 
place wa:- the underproduction of every¬ 
thing and the extraordinary spur given 
to Inventive genlm and economical 
methods In the hard times which ended 
In 1890. Then the concurrence of suc¬ 
cessive crop failures abroad and large 
harvests In our own lands; the restric¬ 
tion placed on European competition by 
labor troubles and foreign wars; the dis¬ 
bursement of Government money h<re 
in connection with the quickly ended 
and inspiring Spanlsh-American con¬ 
flict. and the later inflation of our cir¬ 
culating medium by the Government's 
bond refunding and redemption scheme 
and new bank creations, all stimulated 
the productive forces of the country to 
tremendous activity. 

• • • 

Great Increases of Capital. 


A great period of speculation Inevi¬ 
tably ensued, in which every form of 
"promotion" has run riot. New rail¬ 
road lines have not been laid down In 
excessive quantity, although the in¬ 
creased mileage has been larger than is 
commonly supposed, and was In the last 
twelve months greater than In any year 
since 1890. But the capitalization of ex¬ 
isting railways has been hugely In¬ 
creased by consolidations and "buying 
up" processes, and industrial combina¬ 
tions with billions of paper capital, rep¬ 
resenting a large share of the great 
businesses of the country, have been 
formed. 

The present business year really be¬ 
gan with Mr. McKinley’s re-election to 
the presidency. Among Its great hap¬ 
penings have been the Joint Interest 
established among the coal roads, and 
the formation of thp mighty United 
Slates Steel Corporation; the purchase 
of the Central Pacific railroad by th* 
Southern Pacific Company and the later 
acquisition of a majority of the stock 
of the Southern Pacific road by the 
Union Pacific railway; the efforts of the 
Northern Pacific people to purchase the 
Chicago. Milwaukee and St. Paul rail¬ 
way. the defeat of these efforts and their 
later successful direction against the 
Burlington property; the amazing finan¬ 
cial events culminating In the May 
panic and In the later formation of the 
Northern Securities Company; the fail¬ 
ure of the coin crop; the steel rtrlke; 
the assassination of Pieeldent McKin¬ 
ley, and the great decline In the price 
of shares of the Amalgamated Copper 
Cccnpan>. 

• • • 

Steel Strike a Blessing. 


Now at the year’s end It is clear con¬ 
cerning these circumstances that the 
steel strike was a blessing in disguise. 
It operated as a check just at the right 
time upon what would otherwise have 
been a runaway market In the steel 
business. In which the excited demand 
of consumers would have forced prices 
to dangerous levels with resulting col- 
Inpse and smash. It safely prolonged 
the period of profitable activity and 
gave the steel companies time to make 
needed improvements and repairs. 

Neither did the atrocity of President 
McKinley’s taking off have that evil 
effect on * * J-iess that might reasona- 
bly have been expected. After a mo¬ 
ment’s shock the wheels of trade 
whirred as before. It >vas realized that 
the great monetary questions that had 
troubled the country’s peace would not 
be revived br the assassin's pistol; and, 
indeed, the event was made the occa¬ 
sion for the release of Government 
money In Wall street In great quantl- 
tv. which actually served to excite re¬ 
newed Speculative operations 

So far. at least. Mr. Roosevelt has 
given the financial community no cause 
for alarm. His selection of Gov. 8haw 
for the secretaryship of the Treasury, 
filling Mr. Gage’s chair, has received 
unqualified public commendation. Even 
the disaster to the corn crop has not 
worked that speedy havoc to formers 
and generul business which It most cer¬ 
tainly would have done In former days. 
• • • 

Crop Shortage Yet To Be Felt. 

So continuously favorable have been 
the returns of agriculture In the last 
few years, and so diversified nre ihe 
different Industries now clustering 
about the "corn roads’* that the finan¬ 
cial damage to fanners and railway In¬ 
terests from the crop loss has appar¬ 
ently been minimized as never before. 
On this matter, however* It Is far too 
early to pronounce final Judgment. It 
will he little less than miraculous If at 
some time before another harvest a 
deficit of $400,000,000 in the income of 
Western farmers Is not made manifest. 
The feeling to be almost univer¬ 

sal among thos“ whose experience en¬ 
titles then' to Judge that the exceed- 
h gl> large amount of live stock and sim¬ 
ilar freight sent to market this fall, a 
movement most natural In view of the 
high cost of retaining these products 
upon the farm and the high prices to he 
procured by their Immediate sale, has, 
although u has temporarily placed 
money in the farmers’ hands and 
«welled the earnings of railroads.

Rut do* 
mestlc Hise of these materials took hold 
so strongly when the foreign demand 
fell off that our manufacturers and 
producers have been as busy ns be¬ 
fore, and. of course. their profits have 
been latgcly. If not chiefly, sustained by 
the tariff laws, which have k^pt out of 
the home market the foreign good* that 
In other cases would have been plenti¬ 
fully supplied to consumers here at far 
lower pcicca than now compulsorily pre¬ 
vail As it Is* there Is some weakness 
In certain lines in Iron and steel, wire 
nails and rods, for Instance, being over¬ 
produced. If the old American Sr eel 
and Wire Company were In existence 
It Is probable that Its stock would be 
declining in value, and that the flam¬ 
boyant president would be startling the 
worltL as formerly, with the confession 
of the thorny way In which the com¬ 
pany found itself.

Northern Pacific Controversy. 


Of all the occurrences of the year that 
have been named, the Northern Pacific 
controversy was. from the strictly Wall- 
street point of view, the dominating and 
Important one, and It Is still the great 
shadow upon the steck market. When 
the railroad history of this country Is 
written an absorbing chapter In It will 
be the story of Mr. James J. Hill’s 
ceaseless efforts to consolidate the rail¬ 
way systems of the northwestern p< r- 
tion of the UniteJ States In furtherance 
of his dreams of trade and commerce 
with the Orient. Those dreams, so far 
as railway merger Is concerned, are not 
yet accomplished, and may never be. 
Trade with the Orient twenty years 
hence, fully Justifying such stupendous 
Wall-street battles and Immense in¬ 
crease In railway capitalization a> has 
taken place, may Indeed come to u*. 
But the history of such affairs is usual¬ 
ly like that of the railway building in 
the West and the famous period from 
1S77 to 1882—a period of large earnings 
and exceeding optimism, succeeded be¬ 
fore the day of final victory and fruition 
by many gloomy years.

Situation As It Is. 


The close of the year and the Immedi¬ 
ate market for securities finds a remark¬ 
able balance of forces In play. On the 
one side is the genuine prosperity of the 
country, of almost titanic strength in 
certain lines; the prospect of reasonable. 
If not easy, rates for the use of money; 
the obvious fact of the possesion of the 
great bulk of securities by syndicates 
and other powerful holders, whose grip 
and purpose seem still unshaken; the 
better shape into which business is get¬ 
ting In Europe and the Increasing sup¬ 
ply of gold from the Rand, and the ab¬ 
sence of political and labor dlstutb.inc s. 
On the othed side are the extremely 
high prices at which stocks are held, 
which. If they tempt but scattered real¬ 
izing sales, deter genuine investment 
purchases; the conviction that the enor¬ 
mous trade balance—which was the 
original spur to speculation--ha* disap¬ 
peared. and that in Its place stand debts 
Incurred abroad to provide sinews of 
wai for the "bull" campaign here; th^- 
knowledge that domestic production is 
far greater normally than domestic con¬ 
sumption, and that with European mar¬ 
kets out of line with ours, domestic 
overproduction must sooner or later en¬ 
sue; the high prices for food and for 
all the necessities of life which, although 
they make the farmer rich, teno u> Im¬ 
poverish the rest of tfie country and to 
render » general wage Increase neces¬ 
sary. the recent decline in the prices of 
copper, lead, tin, coffee, sugar, oil, glass, 
lumber and other materials, presenting 
the fear that high prices are check ng 
consumption and that business competi¬ 
tion. in accordance with natural law. Is 
beginning to display Us hand: losses, 
scattered all over the country, of thou¬ 
sands of shareholders in grossly over¬ 
capitalized and criminally mismanag • 
Industrial corpc rations, and the artificial 
and manipulated aspect of the present 
stock market In vivid contrast to Its 
natural buoyancy a year ago. 

• • • 

Rrilwny Traffic Decreases. 

There are Just to hand, too, reports 
of decreased railway earnings from 
practically nearly every section. The 
earnings of railways of the second week 
of December showed small lucres* s, 
and two-third* of the roads reporting 
for the third week show decrease•>, 
some of the decreases being large. It 
Is recognized that the weather this 
month has not been favorable for rail¬ 
way operations nnd that these earn¬ 
ings compare with largely increased 
earnings In the previous year; so that 
the road* are still doing splendidly. But 
the fact.

Burrow¬ 
ing Into the farts necessarily disclosed, 
however, reveals a Union Pacific float¬ 
ing Indebtedness of nearly $30,009,000. the 
chief port of which was undoubtedly In¬ 
curred in the Northern Pacific affair, 
over and above the $41,000,000 of Oregon 
Short Line "purchase certificates," with 
which $78,000,009 of Northern Pacific 
slock was secured. This floating debt 
must be carried along as It hns been, 
or in some way financed, and Just how 
the Inventing public in Its present mood 
wUI take an additional Issue of Union 
Pacific common stock or an increase 
In the quantity of Union Pailflc con¬ 
vertible bonds Is r. little doubtful.

DIPLOMACY 


To Settle tlie Alaskan 
boundary Dispute. 


PAUNCEFOTE TO TAKE IT UP. 


NEGOTIATIONS TO BE DIRECT 
WITH SECRETARY HAY. 


WISHES TO HAVE CLEAN SLATE 


Washington. Dec. 29— It Is expected 
that efforts will bo renewed before long 
for the settlement of the numerous 
controversies which have long existed 
between the United States and Great 
Britain, growing out of relations along 
the Canadian border, the Atlantic fish¬ 
eries. warships on the Great Lakes, the 
AlAskan boundary and other questions. 
Heretofore, the negotiations designed 
to secure n settlement of the matters 
recited hnve not proved effective, large¬ 
ly because of the cumbersome machin¬ 
ery of negotiation, and this has led to a 
belief that much more could he accom¬ 
plished by direct negotiations between 
Secretary Hay and Lord Paunccfote on 
the main points and the subsequent as¬ 
sembling of a commission representing 
the United States, Great Britain and 
Canada to give form to the basis of 
agreement rendered. 

The British authorities have expect¬ 
ed for some time that when the Isth¬ 
mian canal treaty w as once disposed of 
there would be a renewal of efforts to 
adjust the Alaskan boundary and other 
pending questions, the canal treaty be¬ 
ing regarded as one of many pending 
Issues. Now that the British Govern¬ 
ment has yielded the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty and other points In the Isthmian 
negotiation, it desires to take up some 
of the other questions In which they 
have Important Interests Involved. 

• • • 

Wishes To Clear His Desk. 


Lord Pauncefote desires to clear up 
all pending differences and have "a 
clean slate" before his present term as 
Ambassador comes to a close. When 
he came to Washington there were four 
great issues between the two Govern¬ 
ments. The first of these was the Ber¬ 
ing sea controversy, which had reached 
an acute stage. Diplomacy disposed of 
this Issue. The second Issue was over 
Venezuela, which, like the seal ques¬ 
tion. at one time threatened war. But 
the efforts of diplomacy were again 
successful In averting trouble and 
bringing about a settlement. The third 
Important issue was on the Isthmian 
canal, which has been satisfactorily 
disposed of by the recent Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty. 

This leaves only one Issue remaining 
In order bring about a "clean slate," 
namely, the border controversy, both 
as to Canada and Alaska. The British 
officials usually link these various 
boundary controversies together, as 
they arc more or less OOMSectdd. At 
present, a modus vlvendl exists as to 
the Alaskan boundary, chiefly for the 
purpose of avoiding a clash along the 
border and holding each side In check 
until a final boundary Is determined 
upon. 

• • • 

To Establish Permanent Boundary. 

It seems to be conceded on both sides 
that the modus cannot be carried on In¬ 
definitely. and that sooner or Inter the 
main question of establishing a perma¬ 
nent boundary must be settled. Lord 
Lansdowne’s desire to take up the ques¬ 
tion was expressed clearly In his note 
to Secretary Hay last spring, when the 
British Government declined to accept 
the Senate amendment to the first Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty. Recently Lord 
Lansdowne again has expressed In 
speeches the need of taking up the 
Alaskan boundary question. These 
declarations by the head of the British 
foreign service, together with the w'cll- 
known wish of Lord Pauncefote to clear 
away all pending differences l> tween 
the two Governments, .doubtless will 
lead to the formal exchanges neces¬ 
sary to an adjustment. 

Just what steps will be adopted are 
not disclosed, but It seems likely that 
direct negotiations and the subsequent 
assembling of a commission will com¬ 
mend Itself to the parties concerned as 
the most feasible proceedure. 

The border Issues outside of that re¬ 
lating to Alaska are those which long 
have existed and have created more or 
less frjcilon. The Joint high commis¬ 
sion which assembled some time ago 
practically disposed of these lesser Is¬ 
sues, hut the deadlock on Alaska pre¬ 
vented a treaty covering these and oth¬ 
er point* of agreement. With the dis¬ 
posal of the Alaskan boundary, there¬ 
fore. It is felt that the way would be 
clear to dispose of the other contro¬ 
versies. 

The reciprocity question, which Is 
among those formerly considered, is not 
likely to be taken up In this connection, 
as Canada desires to make it the sub¬ 
ject of separate negotiation. The At¬ 
lantic fisheries question also may be 
th* subject of separate negotiations.

FORAKER DENIES A STORY. 


Cincinnati. Dec. 29.—The contest at 
Columbus this w'ook between the fol¬ 
lowers of Senator Forakcr nnd Senator 
Hanna over the organization of the 
Legislature has extended to factional 
circles elsewhere In the State. While 
the members of the Legislature and 
candidates are fighting at Coiumbi 
the principals are kept busy at long¬ 
distance telephones, notably Senator 
Foritker and George B. <*ox. In Cincin¬ 
nati; Sehator Hanna, in Washington; 
Congressman Dick, chairman of the 
8tnto Executive t'ommlttee. and other 
Republican lead*:'*. 

Senator Foraker Is being visited here 
by many leaders and members of the 
Legislature. To-day he made the fol¬ 
lowing statement: 

"The story published from New York 
that I spoke to the President In a de¬ 
rogatory manner of Senator Hanna, nnd 
that the President communicated the 
SAtne to Senator Hanna and told him to 
be on his guard lest he have trouble to 
maintain his leadership in Ohio politics, 
is an unqualified falsehood from be¬ 
ginning to end. 1 never had any such 
talk with the President nnd It Is not 
creditable to hitn to suppose that he 
would hnve retold It to Senator Hanna 
If I had. This story Is but a sample of 
many others appearing In newspapers 
and being peddled about from mouth to 
mouth for mischievous purposes." 

• • « 

Alleged Movement To Defeat Hanna. 


Most of the Republican members this 
year are serving their first terms and 
according to precedent they are expect¬ 
ed to be members of the next Legis¬ 
lature which selects Senator Hanna’s 
successor two years hence. While there 
is no opposition to the re-election of 
Senator Foraker tw'o w'eeks hence, it 
Is claimed that there Is an organized 
movement to defeat Senator Hanna twro 
years hence. As the presiding officers 
In the appointment of the committees 
and other functions have great Influ¬ 
ence, the friends of both Senators arc 
seeking to control these positions as 
well as all other offices. Including the 
clerkships. Sergeunts-at-Arms. etc. The 
Hanna men admit that they are work¬ 
ing for results two years hence and 
charge that there Is ’ a conspiracy to 
reliie Hanna." 

In former years there were contests 
between the Sherman nnd the Furnkf'r 
factions and later between the McKin¬ 
ley and the Foraker factions, but none 
of the former factional lights ap¬ 
proached the present contest In gen¬ 
eral Interest 

There are separate Foraker and Han¬ 
na tickets subject to the Senate and 
House caucuses of the Republican 
members at 4 p. m. next Saturday. 
Charles A. Kurtz, formerly secretary 
to Foraker a* Governor, and Inter 
chairman of the State Committee, leads 
the anti-Hanna forces, and John R. 
Malloy, the present secretary of the 
State Committee and State Oil Inspec¬ 
tor under Gov. Nash, leiuls the Hanna 
forces. Both sides claim "n sure thing’’ 
and these claims nnd counter-claims 
are expected to continue during the 
week. 

The Democratic minority present* a 
scene of harmony. Col. James Kll- 
bourne. recently th* Democratic candi¬ 
date for Governor, yesterday notified 
the members from his county not to 
present hlb name to the Democratic 
Joint caucus for their nomination for 
United States Senator. This b aves th* 
H.»n. Charles W. Raker, of Cincinnati, 
without opposition for the Democratic 
senatorial nomination. 


FOR THREE MONTHS’ SESSION. 

New York Legislature Will Convene 
On New Year’s Day. 

Albany, N. Y.. Dec. 29.—The Legisla¬ 
ture of the State of New York will meet 
for the one hundred and twenty-fifth 
time next Wednesday. There Is much 
difference of opinion as to when the 
final adjournment will take place. Re¬ 
publican leaders, however, declare that 
the Shaker's gavel will fall finally on 
the first of April. 

Speaker 8. Fred Nixon will be select¬ 
ed a« the Republican nominee for 
Speaker. Co 1. Archie E. Baxter will 
again be selected as Clerk of the Asscm- 
bly. There will, of course, be no change 
in th* Senate leaders and officials, as 
there was no election of Senators th a 
year. 

HITCH ON ARBITRATION 

AT MEXICO CITY. 


American Delegates Wish To Exclude 
the Compulsory Plan From the 
Conference. 


Mexico City. Dec. 29.—A slight diffi¬ 
culty has arisen In the mait-r of arbi¬ 
tration at the Pan-American confer¬ 
ence. It had been arranged that all 
the delegations were to adhere to The 
Hague convention and that the repre¬ 
sentatives of certain nations wdio are 
In favor of compulsory arbitration were 
to sign another treaty among them¬ 
selves embodying that principle. The 
latter group say thHt they agreed to 
this arrangement as a compromise, hut 
with the distinct understanding that 
both plans were*to t»e presented to the 
conference. 

Now It seems that the United States 
delegates and others that are In favor 
of The Hngu* convention pure ard sim¬ 
ple wish to exclude the compulsory plan 
from the conference, leaving those 
nations which arc tn favor of It to sign 
It outside mul independently of the ^in¬ 
ference. 'Hits the compulsory party will 
by no means agree to. and two or three 
of them told the Associated Press cor¬ 
respondent this evening that unless 
both plans are presented to the confer¬ 
ence they will refuse to sign the ar¬ 
rangement for joining The llugue con¬ 
vention. They say they are not admir¬ 
ers of that convention and that they 
only agm d to adhere to It on condition 
that their own plan should also have 
the sanction of the conference, while 
they recognize, of co urse t hit it would 
only be obligatory upon th signatory 
nations. 

The matter Is a minor one, hut unless 
satisfactorily Fettled by a concession on

SUBURBAN TRAILS TIED UP. 


Street Cars To Granite City Compelled 
To Stop At the Town Limits. 


St. Louis, Dec. 29.—[Special.]—Be¬ 
cause of the alleged prevalence of 
smallpox in Madison, Ill., the City 
Council of Granite City nt a special 
meeting Saturday night declared a 
quarantine against the neighboring 
town. The Council has appeulcd to the 
State authorities and asks that the 
militia be called on to make the quar¬ 
antine secure. 

The Terminal railroad has abandoned 
the service between Madison and Gran¬ 
ite City, the tri-city street cars run 
only to the outskirts of the latter town 
and all passeng*rs who get off the cars 
there must prove to the satisfaction of 
the Granite City guards that they did 
not come from Mudison. As a result of 
the quarantine there Is much excite¬ 
ment In Madison, and more Is expected 
to-morrow. 

Madison is a town of about 7.W pop¬ 
ulation, situated between Venice and 
Granite City, which Is the same size. 
It Is the hub of the tri-cities and In It 
are located several big factories, among 
them the Madison car works, which 
employs more than a thousand hands. 
It was rumored to-day that an effort 
might he made to quarantine this In¬ 
stitution. 

• • • 

Street Cnrs Stopped At Town Limits. 


Guards were placed all along the 
roads leading Into Granite City from 
Madison, and the street car company 
and the Terminal Railroad Association 
w'ere notified of quarantine. During the 
greater part of to-day other guards 
rode on the street cars, which were not 
permitted to enter the limits of Granite 
City. 

The quarantine has resulted In n howl 
of indignation from residents or Madi¬ 
son. They claim that they have not as 
many cases of smallpox as the citizens 
of Granite City believe. They say that 
sufficient precautions have been taken 
to prevent the sprad of the disease. 

The Council of Venice has taken no 
hand In the affair as yet. but It Is be¬ 
lieved that a special meeting will be 
called for to-morrow* evening.

This is the "Amos Owens Cher¬ 
ry Tree Company," of Henrietta, N. C. 
It was a novel scheme and It caught 
thousands. Its managers advertised to 
sell sixty cherry trees for $12. Every 
one who sent $12 whs also to get n sit¬ 
uation at I2D a month to write dally 
three letters to friends saying that they 
were earning $20 a month easily and 
advising them to buy cherry trees, too, 
and get an easy berth. 

The scheme worked to perfection In 
the beginning. The first owner of the 
concern, Dr. Frank Bright, sent the 
trees regularly and tried to keep faith. 
It is said. Later h* sold out to his 
father, the Rev. Thomas Bright. It 
was then Incorporated. After making 
over $10,000 In one month, the minister 
sold out to C. D. Winkle, who In turn, 
after six weeks* business, sold out to 
G. W. Rollins and Charles Watkins. 
T*n days Inter they sold to M. G. Pad¬ 
gett. and he It Is for whom the Govern¬ 
ment officials are looking on :t charge 
of fraud.

At the time the indictment was re¬ 
turned against Wood indictments were 
hLo returned against Bud Couch, John 
Eagles and William Freeney, union

Hearing Postponed. 

A motion for ball In the cases of 
Wood and Barnaby was made before 
Circuit Judge Dorsey at Henderson a 
few days after the Indictments were 
rcuurned. An agreement was reached 
between Commonwealth's Attorney 
Flournoy, of Morganfield. and W. H. 
Yost, chief counsel for the union lead¬ 
ers. to hear the motion for ball before 
Judge Dorsey at Henderson to-morrow* 
Owing to the Inability of the defense to 
be ready It hns since been agreed to 
postpone the hearing until Wednesday* 
Judge Dorsey will hear the motion at 
Dixon on that day. Since an agree¬ 
ment was reached to hear the motion 
for ball the attorneys for both sides 
have been very busy securing evidence 
and getting their witnesses together, so 
that there will be no delay. The bur¬ 
den of proof being on the defendants, 
they are having the most work to do. 

The attorneys for Wood and Barnaby 
are confident that Judge Dorsey will 
allow them bail, while, on the other 
hand, the attorneys for the prosecution 
are equally confident that ball will not 
be granted and that the accused will 
have to remain In Jail until the next 
term of Circuit Court, which is several 
months off.

Union Men Quiet. 

Since the Indictment of the union 
leaders very little has been done In 
union circles here. National Organizer 
Blakely and Board Member Hodge are 
the only leaders now* In charge of the 
union headquarters. The union camp 
at Nortonvtlle is still In existence, but 
Is occupied by only a few men. 

At the time the camp was re-estab¬ 
lished President Wood announced his 
Intention of making NortonvUle the 
headquarters for all the union miners 
in the district and said he would at 
once hesln work cn a number of housea 
to be occupied by the miners and their 
families. It now looks as If his plans 
had fallen through, as nothing hns been 
done there except that a frame hous*\ 
with h sleeping capacity of about 1I»0 
men, has been erected. 

When Deputy United States Marshal 
Larue visited the camp a few da y» ago 
to serve the notice of the temporary 
re*italnlng order granted the St. Ber¬ 
nard Company by federal Judge Evans, 
he found only seven men there.

PUBLICAN POLITICIAN. 


WAS A SOLDIER AT SIXTEEN. 


Alf. W. Davis, one of the best known 
Republican politicians In Louisville and 
a popular man, died yesterday morning 
about 3 o'clock at his home, 1414 Hull 
street. He had been ill from Bright's 
disease for over a year, but his cheer¬ 
ful disposition and strong will fought 
*o strongly In hla favor that few, ex¬ 
cept his most Intimate friends, ever 
Imagined him more than slightly un¬ 
well. Several weeks ago, however, he 
began to fall rapidly and when the 
complication of heart trouble appeared 
the end became a matter of days 
only. His wife and four of hla fl^e 
children were about his bed when thfe 
end came. 

Of a live!}* * disposition, w ith great per¬ 
sonal magnetism and a genial and a 
quick wit, Alf. Davis foimd It easy 
to make friends. What was more, when 
once won. he kept them. His early dis¬ 
position is shown by the fact that he

entered the Federal army when barely 
sixteen years of age, serving three 
years and six months In the .Fifteenth 
Kentucky Infantry. 

When Just thirty years old. In 1875, he 
married Miss Anna Flnzer. sister of the 
well-known Flnzer Brothers, tobacco 
manufacturers. 

His wife, with five children, survives 
him. The children are Mrs. George C. 
King, of San Francisco; Mrs. Hudy 
Hufer, George K., Fred F. and Alf. W. 
Davis, Jr. Mr. Davis' other relatives 
fire his sisters. Mrs. L. W. German and 
Miss Kate Davis, end a brother, J. W. 
Davis. 

Early In life Mr. Davis took up poli¬ 
tics and throughout remained an ardent 
Republican. Party lines were not then 
drawn In Louisville politics. He was 
deputy of the. Chancery Court under 
William H. Bailey; Deputy Jailer under 
Mr. Bailey and under Dick Watts. 

Hh next official positions was Assist¬ 
ant Custodian of the Custom-house un¬ 
der Postmaster Baker, which position 
he resigned two years ago to become 
clerk of the Board of Aldermen when 
the Republican Council came Into 
power. 

Since the retirement of the Republic¬ 
an Council Mr. Davis had been con¬ 
fined to his bed. 

The funeral will take place to-mor¬ 
row afternoon at 2:30 o'clock from the 
Davis residence, 1414 Hull street. The 
Rev. F. M. Porch, of 8t. Paul's Evan¬ 
gelical church, will conduct the ser¬ 
vices. The nephews of Mr. Davis will 
act as pallbearers.

PREHISTORIC MOUND 


WHICH GAVE NAME TO MOUNDS- 
VILLE MAY BE RAZED. 


Owner Tired of Lack of Public In¬ 
terest and May Cut It Up Into 
Town Lots. 


Wheeling, W. Va,, Dec 29.—[Special.] 
—The prehistoric mound from which the 
town of Moundsvlllc, W. Va., the coun¬ 
ty seat of Marshall county, derives its 
name and celebrity, promises to be 
harshly obliterated unless a sentimental 
appeal touches prosaic purse strings. 
The famous landmark Is owned by the 
Hon. C. S. McFadden, who has been Its 
possessor for over hatf a century, and 
becoming tired of the Indifference of the 
State or other public bodies to whatever 
personally Is a useless antiquity, he 
threatens to have it razed. 

The shock to the antiquarians 
throughout the United States, to all of 
whom the mound Is familiar, will be the 
greater when It la realized that convict 
labor Is to be employed on the under¬ 
taking. for aside from the great heap of 
earth Moundavtlle enjoys the distinction 
of having the West Virginia State peni¬ 
tentiary located In lt» midst. An appeal 
to the school children of West Virginia 
was made a few years ago to save the 
mound, but the response was feeble. Mr. 
McFadden proposes to cut the site Into 
residence lots after the earth is hauled 
away. The mound takes up an eutlre 
square In the center of the town. 

Moundsville Is located on the Ohio 
river, twelve miles south of Wheeling, 
and in a section rich in Indian lore. 
The mound Is the only one on the West 
Virginia side of the river and evidently 
was the last of the chain extending east¬ 
ward. It was long ago rifled of U» pre¬ 
cious contents, which were deposited In 
the Smithsonian Institute, a few relics 
going to State Institutions. Pilgrimages 
have been made to It by scientists of all 
countries. 

Friends of Mr. McFadden admit he 
has fulfilled all obligations of sentiment 
toward the mound s preservation. He 
has had movements designed to acquire 
and properly care for It, but the public 
Interest was weak and the owner was 
left to continue to pay taxes and keep 
up repairs without a cent's return. 
Physically, the removal of the mam¬ 
moth earth pile will be a gigantic task, 
and morally there will be opposition, for 
It will be surprising If protests do not 
deluge the owner from the mound’s ad¬ 
mirers generally.

An Inquiry made of George H. Holz- 
bog, of Jeffersonville, by a reporter of 
I the Courier-Journal, as to whether or 
not he would yield to the wishes of the 
Republicans nnd make the race for 
Mayor developed he would not. It is 
also disclosed that before long steps 
may be taken to place Jeffersonville In 

the hands of a receiver. 

Mr. Holzbog Is a leading business 
man. He operates a carriage manu¬ 
facturing establishment, and has al¬ 
ways been successful. Just now he is 
deeply Interested in assisting In formu¬ 
lating plans for the building of the 
; Jeffersonville, New Albany and Sellers- 
burg electric railroad, the construction 
of which will be begun next spring. 

"No, I am not a candidate for May¬ 
or." said Mr. Holzbog. "If the office 
was tendered me I could not accept 
It. There is no denying the fact that 
Jeffersonville's hope rests ln going Into 
the hands of a receiver. I am heartily 
in favor of It. I have talked to the 
leading business men and they agree 
that the step Is necessary. It Is the In¬ 
evitable result. There will be no wuy 
to avoid it. 

•T believe that a receiver who is an 
alert and progressive business man can 
redeem the city. With two assistants 
to serve as clerks the business could be 
handled economically and systematic¬ 
ally. Of course there would still be a 
City Council, but the receiver would 
direct it. I should like to see a set of 
Councllmen elected willing to serve 
without compensation. 

"The first duly of the receiver would 
be to arrange for the payment of in¬ 
terest on the city’s debt. The receiver 
would be compelled to run the city 
within Its income." 

In line with Mr. Holzbog’s statements 
a conference will be held this week, 
probably Tuesday, by the city officials 
and representatives of the Jeffersonville 
Water Supply Company. An effort will 
be made to settle the entanglement ex¬ 
isting over the city's failure to pay the 
water rent for the past nine months. 
The amount due Is about $. r >,000. The 
city has withheld payment for the rea¬ 
son. as It claims, that It does not get 
value received and the contract with 
the water company Is not satisfactory. 

In the face of this communications 
have been sent to Dr. Hurty. secretary 
of the State Board of Health of In¬ 
diana, asking him to inspect the water 
supply in Jeffersonville. 

War on the water company seems to 
be on, and obviously an effort Is to be 
made to have the water condemned. 
Dr. Hurty has condemned water supply 
companies In other cities in Indiana.

Saturday Evening. Dec. 28.—The week 
hr* been a holiday one with tho natural 
falling off in the Jobbing trade, but with 
great activity among retail dealers up to 
the actual coming of Christmas. The ex¬ 
traordinary volume of dealings In iron and 
steel has been maintained with very law 
purchases of pig Iron by the leading In¬ 
terests On the other hand, there Is trou¬ 
ble over the coke supply. The porportion 
of Increases in railroad earnings la^ not 
to large as heretofore, though thl* Is 
thought to be due to temporary condi¬ 
tions. For py cnibrr the roads reporting 
show gatna of i.*- per cent. The grain 
markets havoMecn very strong so far as 
wheat la concerned, but cotton has been 
steady. 

The report of the New York banks this 
morning was decidedly encouraging. It i* 
evident that the movement of money Is 
now towards the metropolitan centers. 
l*oans showed a moderate expansion, indi¬ 
cating that liquidation hod ceased while 
the holdings of ea*h increased $3,799. k*>. 
Deposits increased RJ.773.uOO, but notwlth- 
•tandlng thl< the surplus reserves grew 
12.106.025. Cash now held by the banks 
amounts to $235,008,800, which is 25.88 per 
ceni. of deposits, against $291.909.4W. or 
25.«3 per cent, a week ago. and $23*1,244.OO), 
cr 25.50 per cent, two weeks ago. There 
is a surplus reserve of $7,891,350. compared 
with $11,525,900 a year ago. $11,168,075 two 
years ago, $19,180,975 three years ago and 
85.785.525 a week ago.

What makes this evidence of pros¬ 
perity so notable Is that It cornea at a 
time when England. Oomia»ny. Austria. 
Russia, the Netherlands ami even rich 
France are suffering from Industrial and 
financial depression. France Is afO-cted 
least of ali, but her foreign investments 
are so great that her neighbors can¬ 
not suffer without her participation to 
some degree. The Tnited St:»t«*«. on 
the other hand, offer a dazzling picture 
of a prosperity unaffected by the harj- 
eflilps of the Old World. 

The future Is In doubt, but It I* 
notew’orthy that the members or Amer¬ 
ican haute f1n?.TK*e see no reason for 
alarm. The Pennsylvania railroad 
would not be preparing to spend $100,- 
000.000 in terminals und . llier Improve¬ 
ments within tlm next two or thr*»e 
years and It would not be adding to Its 
holdings of other railroad securllho If 
it looked for an early recurrence of 
hard limes. Last week It declared a 
dividend on the shares of the Penn* 
p> I van In Company which manages Its 
railroad interests west of Pltteburg, 
the hist dividend since IfflM. It also 
added one-half of 1 per cent, to the 
semi-annual dividend on the common 
stock of the “Panhamile." which U 
owns and has lifted out of insolvency. 
The Vanderbilts have raised the divi¬ 
dend on Canada Southern and the other 
great lines have assumed extra respon- 
Hlbllltles In the face of th*» croakers 
who Insist, that w*e are now on the eve 
of a great Industrial ar.I flnancl.il de¬ 
cline. What Is better than alt, though, 
is the fact that this prosperity has 
started from the bottom. Capital can¬ 
not thrive unless labor does, too, and 
the unsurpassed distribution of divi¬ 
dends on the New Year means that the 
great common people are also thriving. 
That la the most essential feature. 


pay them as long os it Is deemed neces¬ 
sary. 

Secretary Long said further that if we 
are to have a navy at all It should cor¬ 
respond to our national and interna¬ 
tional size, and that w’e are the richest 
country In the world. This seems to 
mean that we ought to have the larg¬ 
est navy In the world, and In this the 
masses of the people will hardly agree 
with the Secretary of the Navy. This 
would require many times a hundred 
{ millions of dollars. And how would 1! 
he accomplished even *then? Great 
Britain has now a navy more than 
equal to those of any two countries In 
the world, and Is spending enormous 
sums annually to increase It. Such a 
superiority she coraiders necessary to 
her Insular position. There appears no 
good reason why the United States 
should inter upon a competition which 
the circumstances do not make 
necessary. Our shipyards run to 
their fui! capacity are quite Inade¬ 
quate to keep up with Great Britain In 
naval construction. It is not at all a 
question of how much money we can 
wring from our people by taxation, but 
how miM'ti of it is necessary to our 
safety and prosperity. Tills Is the 
principle upon which the Increase of 
the navy should proceed. The notion 
that a navy does not cos* anything 
simply because somebody gets employ, 
ment in building ships Is not i>nly In- 
einrrect but mischievous. 

The United Slate# will no doubt have 
In time u nuvy commensurate with 
their needs, bu: not necessarily greater 
than that of any other country. And 
the people should make up their mind* 
that it will coat « great deal of money, 
all of which will come out of their ln- 
coin--*.

The Value of a Navy. 

The country agrees with Secretary 
Long as to the necessity of a further 
increase of the navy, though there are 
those who think that his views are 
somewhat too ambitious. But it Is not 
so easy to accept the argument which 
he made at the launching of the Mis¬ 
souri, which seems to have been in¬ 
tended to show* that a navy will not 
cost anything. 

Mr. Long said that a tax of a hun¬ 
dred million dollars for a navy means a 
tax of $6 per family, but that there la 
probably not a family In the United 
States whose Income would be $6 less, 
w'hlle there are a good many families 
w'hose Income would be $6 more, and 
still more families whose income would 
be many limes $6 Icbi* If It were not 
spent. To the remark that the hun¬ 
dred millions would be better spent 
for education he said that that s^m 
apent for labor was the best use that 
could be made of It. This was the basis 
of his assertion that it would not cost 
any family $6. while there would be 
many w'hose income wnuld be Increased 
by it. Our estimable Secretary of the 
Navy seems to have fallen Into some 
confudoo of thought in hLs effort to 
make an unnecessarily good case for 
nival extension. There Is no reason 
why a hundred millions should be taken 
out of the Federal Treasury for educa¬ 
tional purp4*ses. because education is a 
matter of State concern. But if it were 
the business of the Federal Government 
to educate surely Secretary Long does 
not mean that a hundred millions w*ould 
he spent without giving anybody em¬ 
ployment and thereby Increasing -1n- 
comes. All public expenditures are In 
their nature calculated to Increase 
somebody’s Income. Shull w’e, therefore. 
Infer that the public interest is to be 
advanced by giving everything to every¬ 
body? Such is undoubtedly the logical 
sequence of nil such reasoning. The 
alternative i.» that employment should 
only be given to tho?e who produce 
what Is needed, and needed so badly 
as to Justify the expenditure. The em¬ 
ployment of labor in wasteful enter¬ 
prise* i* not a source of wealth, for 
though the laborers get their wages 
there Is a corresponding* loss to those 
who pay them, and the aggregate 
wealth Is not Increased. On the con¬ 
trary th“ wealth of Hk* country will 
be so much less than It would have 
been if the labor had been profitably 
employed. 

If we expend a hundred millions f«c 
the Increase of the navy it is certain 
that it will cost some people 
every dollar of that sum. As 
0 . 1 ! taxes are paid out of in¬ 
comes. some people’s Income must be 
dlmlnisbed. That Is Inevitable How 
much they may get back is another 
question. The man who employs valu¬ 
able materials In manufacture expects 
to get back their cost and something 
more, but be does not. therefore, esti¬ 
mate that his materials cost him noth¬ 
ing. So with reference to a navy the 
question Is not w hether it wilt cost any¬ 
thing. but whether it will be worth all 
that it will cos . A navy Is primarily 
for in war. and war Is waste. But j 
war it far more wmteful to any nation 
when It has not ideqtate means o! d,* 
fense. The creation of u navy, there- • 
fore, is voluntary waste In order to pre¬ 
vent greater waste thvt would be In¬ 
voluntary. It is on this basis hat the | 
country is cheerfully paying uixls to 
btiJld up a navy, and wtii ccnihitie to !

British Must Adopt Boer Tactics. 

That Gen. De Wet, with 1.200 men, 
shou'd Inflict a loss of 150 In killed, 
wounded and prisoners by surprising a 
British force of 400 men Is not a notable 
f*nt of arms in itself, especially as the 
Boers wen* driven away. Such losses 
art* trifling In comparison with those in 
real wars. The important thing about 
the battle of Zeefonteln. however. Is that 
a body of British vetrrans camped fn a 
territory known ;u* one of De Wet’s 
strongholds should have permitted 
themselves to be ptirpvhed by a night 
attack. It looks as though the British 
have not yet prepared themselves for 
guerrilla warfare. They are having 
much the same experience which our 
soldiers had in the West a few yeats 
ago with the Apaches, but the Amer¬ 
icans beat the Indians at their own 
methods of warfare. They followed the 
red w’arriors over the alkali plains and 
mountains of Arizona and New Mexico, 
and finally captured and dispersed the 
last of them. But they never suffered 
themselves to b^* surpilsed and over¬ 
powered by their wliy foes after the 
memorable massacre of Custer and his 
men. 

The British must Adopt Boer tactics If 
they expect a speedy ending of the war. 
They must have better scouts and must 
endeavor to surprise and disperse the 
Boer commandoes. A good deal of this 
sort of work has already been done, but 
the experience at Zeefonteln suggests 
that there are still many Incompetent 
officers among the British who neglect 
to take the precautions absolutely 
necessary In border warfare. 


The Nell Cropsey Mystery. 

The disappearance of Miss Nell Crop¬ 
sey from her hom«* at Elizabeth City, 
N. C., on the night of November 20. 
gave rise to a multiplicity of runrnrs 
and to the futile activity of a great 
number of amateur detectives. W f hlle 
the dominant opinion where the young 
lady was known seems to have been 
that It was a case either of murder or 
suicide, there was a disposition else¬ 
where to Insist that she had run away 
with some man. From all over the 
country came reports of mysterious 
women, each accompanied by a man. 
and it was Insisted that the woman In 
oaeh rase corresponded exactly In ap- 
pearam*e with the description given of 
the missing young lady. The outcome 
of all this was that the body of the 
missing girl was found In the liver, a 
short distance from her father’s door. 
But the mystery of her disappearance 
Is still unsolved. 

As James Wilcox, who had been the 
girl’s lover, was the* last person W'ho 
Is known to have seen her alive, sus¬ 
picion has naturally fallen upon him. 
The feeling against him Is so strong 
that the services of naval reserves have 
l***!! thought necessary for his protec¬ 
tion. Yet on th.? basis of all that Is 
known the case against him seems by 
no means strong. Possibly there are 
faot^ that have not been made public, 
but «> far as Is generally understood the 
circumstances simply afford grounds for 
susplclun. Clearly it is no case for the 
Intervention of a mob. even on the 
theory that mob violence Is sometimes 
excusable. 

It is at least reassuring that the find¬ 
ing 4*f the body has completely set at 
rest the Injurious rumors affecting the 
young lady’s character. There Is too 
much disposition to assume that the 
dlsappearanee of a young woman nec¬ 
essarily means that she has eloped 
wl<th a man. All such theories have 
been completely falsified by the finding 
of the body, though In view of the 
facts developed the reason and circum¬ 
stances of the death are as much a 
mystery ns before.

At the conclusion 
of the service*? the body was placed In 
the Sunday-school room, and later will 
b** taken by Anlr-w G Cropsey. unci* 
of the girl, to Brioklyp fur burial. The 
Citizens’ Committee Investigating tho 
affair acted as pull-benrers to-day. 

The Jail In which young Wilcox, who 
was ari est{?d for ail* get! participation, 
in the girl’s death, lies. Is only a stone’s# 
throw from th»- church. Wilcox knew 
the funeral wa» in progress, but showed 
no emotion and merely inquired If a

Guards Withdrawn. 

The guards were withdrawn from the 
JaJI to-day and permitted to go home. 
Public sentiment Is strong against Wil¬ 
cox. but ther.* is less tall: of lynching 
und some of the ministers to-day took 
occasion in their sermons to advise 
against mob violence. Wilcox absolute¬ 
ly refuses, under advice of hip attorney, 
to say anything regarding the case. He 
asserts that the* first statement made 
by him covers ail he knows of tho 
<*ase. Ho Is charged with the murder 
of the girl, and as the offense is not 
bailable in this State he will have to 
stay In Jail pending a trial. It Is be¬ 
lieved he will waive an examination and 
permit his 4*ase to go direct to tho grand 
jury next March. 

The Kev. L. L. Williams, rector of 
the Episcopal church, during his morn¬ 
ing sermon referred to the Cropsey case 
and said the people should not at t 
hastU:, In condemning Wilcox. Me ad¬ 
vised hD hearers not to commit any 
overt act. but to allow th* law to take 
its course. 

It. W Turner, a member of the Cltl- 
z« ns’ Committee, »ssertc4l to-day that 
they would have sufficient evidence to 
connect Wilcox with the crime. He 
said: 

"We know Miss Cropsey was killed 
by a blow on the head with a sandbag 
or blackjack. If the blow was struck 
while she was on the porch then her 
unconscious form was dragged across 
the lawn to the river, only a short dis¬ 
tance away If the blow was struck 
on the lawn we are convinced she was 
Induced to cross the lawn by Wilcox, 
and that while walking across she was 
struck bv him. 

"There is another witness who may 
be caJIed upon to testify It Is R. F. 
Parker, who told his wife that night 
after Miss Cropsey* disappeared that 
he had seen Wilcox dragging n girl 
across the road In front of the Wilcox 
residence. We will investigate that.”

JEWS HAVE HOPES OF REGAIN¬ 
ING PALESTINE. 


Mi. L. N. Dembitz’s Address Before 
Louisville Zionists’ Society. 


Indianapolis, Din\ 29.—[Special.]—It 
developed here to-night In a most sen¬ 
sational way that C. B. New'som, chap¬ 
lain of the Indiana Reform School for 
Boys, nt Plainfield, and a teacher In the 
Plainfield schools, has been secretly 
marrle<l for a y**ur to Mattie Fisher, of 
North Vernon, with whose mother he 
boarded until last June, while he was 
a teacher In the North Vernon schools. 

Newsom Is well known In educational 
circles of the State and secured his 
present position because he was sup¬ 
posed to be a single man. Mattie Fisher 
Is nineteen years old and left North 
Vernon In July to reside In this city, 
where she took music lessons. New¬ 
som said to-night he had been support¬ 
ing her In secret. 

The girl Is now at a hospital here in 
a delicate condition. Her brothers-!n- 
law. Jasper Hester, of Manila. Rush 
county, and William Mull, of Somer¬ 
set. Ky.. learned of her condition re¬ 
cently and not knowing that she and 
Newsom were married they sent for 
him to meet them here and straighten 
matters up. The four met to-night, the 
situation was explained and the hrotli- 
ers-ln-law w r ent away. 

Newsom said the two were married 
a year ago by a Baptist preacher at 
Vernon, while they were sitting in a 
buggy In front of the minister’s house. 
It was dark and he does not remember 
the name of the minister nor the exact 
date of the marriage. Detectives lo¬ 
cated Mrs Newsom at a lying-in hos¬ 
pital at 418 North New Jersey street 
after the proprietor had Insisted she 
was nut there, and while they were 
searching f jr her she was standing out¬ 
side in the shadows. 

Newsom was a Y. M. C. A. worker 
and teacher at North Vernon and se¬ 
cured his present position as chaplain 
nt the State Reform St hool on account 
of his being, he says, a single man, 
which caused him to keep the marriage 
a secret. He still hopes to keep his 
marriage from becoming ..mrlally 
known to the State officials.

Mr A. Rothsteln. sec¬ 
retary of the Louisville society, assumed 
charge of the meeting and announced 
the first speaker. Rabbi S. J. Schoenfeld, 
preshlent of the Mebhaeerath Society, 
who delivered an address In Hebrew 
\Giich was warmly applauded. 

This was followed by a violin solo by 
Mr. A. Brownfield Mr. L. N. Dembltz, 
president of the Louisville Society, th.n 
spoke In part as follows: ”1 address you 
not as ladies and gentlemen, hut a* 
daughters of Zion and sons of Israel. 
Hundreds of years ago, after fight ! ng 
a good fight, cur ancestors were driven 
from our country and rel gion and 
forced first to worship Roman Idols and 
then Christian Idols, but they did not 
believe in them. You do not nor I. But 
I do not blame them. To preserve our 
race and religion we intermarried 
among ourselves and brought our chil¬ 
dren up Jews and not Chr.stlan id l- 
ators. We mus’ have a country where 
the Jews are in the majority in all 
branches; where we can have protection 
such as we need. A country and gov¬ 
ernment to be our own. and this we are 
trying to do. hut have a hard road 
ahead of us. for it lu *0 difficult to con¬ 
vince some that then* is any chance 
of success. There are more Zionists in 
Louisville than any other city in the 
United State*. If it were not for those 
doubting ones we would rnak*> more 
rapid progress. All of yuu who are not 
members of the society should join and 
take shares of the Colonial Trust. I 
call upon each of you to take a hand In 
the work.

Mrs. Stockton came of the Winston 
family of Virginia, her father being 
Papt Isaac Newton Winston. ex-Gover- 
nor of Alabama. She was born In 
Itlchmond, Va.. about forty-nine years 
ago. At the age of sixteen, she mar¬ 
ried Col. William Stockton, who became 
proprietor of the Willard Hotel. Th*re 
In 1877 he waa shot by his manager. 
Col. Whip. Whip was acquitted. After 
the death of her husband.

"Gentile versus Jew" was the theme 
of 'the Rev. Samuel M. Bernard’s ser¬ 
mon preached at the Parkland Christian 
church yesterday evening In answer to 
the address of Rabbi H. G. Enelow on 
the "Judalzatlon of Christ," delivered 
at Temple Adas Israel Sunduy, Decem¬ 
ber 22. Mr. Bernard held his service 
at 6:20 o'clock, after which he and his 
congregation attended the services con¬ 
ducted by the Hev. E. L, Powell at 
Macnuley’s Theater. 

The sermon Is as follows: 

"A sermon was reached lost Sunday 
morning at the Jewish Temple, Sixth 
and Broadway, which appeared very 
strange in the eyes uf Protestant Chris¬ 
tianity. If Rabbi Enelow is reported 
correctly, he used such expressions as 
these to express hls Ideas: 'Jesus 
Christ had fancies of Messlah&hlp,' ’He 
had dreams of royalty,’ ’He Is no long¬ 
er recognised as a wonder worker.' ‘He 
is no divine redeemer,’ ’We Judge Him 
inflated when He called Himself Mes¬ 
siah. or King of the Jews.' Tt is hardly 
possible that He died for Hls convic¬ 
tions,' ’His life has been the center of 
Superstition.’ 

"These are the remarkable sentiments 
expretfed In public «t a tune just pre¬ 
ceding the great Christmas celeb!atlon. 
The author of these utt.Tanos acted 
as though he were treading upon dan¬ 
gerous ground and was very Careful to 
clothe his thought In well-Mooted lan¬ 
guage. Hie idea was that Jcs.»s Christ 
was being Judaized. 

• • • 

Christ Not Judaized. 


"Now, let us look at the other side 
of the picture und show to our Jewish 
frk-nds some points In which the Chris¬ 
tian world does not Judolze Jesus 
Christ. We hold Him divine—they do 
not. Even In Hls birth there are In¬ 
dications of Ills divinity. Notice the 
paradoxes that appear when Jv*us first 
enters the world. He is hidden, yet 
well known. See Him In an obscure 
nmnger, yet sought for by wise men 
from the Last. He is hated, yet deaily 
beloved. Herod was ready to kill him: 
others were ready to rnlore Him. He 
was in great danger, yet perfectly se¬ 
cure. The manger might have allowed 
llim to bo trodden to death, yet the 
sirong arm of God bote Him safely up. 
The seven wonderful utterances un the 
c»*•.•>» are sufficient to show that it was 
the death of no ordinary man, while the 
proofs concerning th»_ resurrection have 
never been overturned after 1,900 years 
of controversy. 

"We. as Cnrlstlan people, hold that 
Jesus Christ was mlsirtited Stephen, 
In hls sermon to the Jews, as recorded 
In the seventh chapter «»f Acts, accuses 
them of murdering the Son of Ucd. We 
hold that the Jew has never appre¬ 
ciated the JtsuH Christ as he should 
have been appreciated. It Is the >.ame 
old story of the manner in which the 
world treats its benefactors: cha ns for 
Columbus, bullets for McKinley, Gar¬ 
field and Lincoln. It took a World’s 
l air to appreciate Columbus. Christian 
people observe the Lord* Supper in 
ordtr to bring to mind the death of 
Jesus Christ. While the Jews have a 
few bouquets to throw at the ethical 
teachings of Jesus, ue have never yet 
known them to observe the Lord’s Sup¬ 
per. We present to the Savior our ben 
gifts. Do they? A Christmas gift 
means something to us because it brings 
to mind the gifts that the wise men 
brought from the East and laid at the 
infant Savior's feet. What meaning has 
Christinas to the Jew. save in a com¬ 
mercial sense? When we make our 
weekly offerings we make them to the 
Savior, but we believe that the best 
on* ring we can possibly make Him U 
the offering of a sincere, spiritual life. 
These are some of the ways In wi»Lh 
the Christian world dut-s not Judaize 
Jesus Christ.

Jew Neglects His Sabbath. 

"And now let us notice the Jew of 
to-day: hls attitude toward Christianity 
and the attitude of Christianity toward 
Mm. He carries on holy worship on 
the Lord’s duy. or first day of the week, 
preaching hls sermon at the same time 
on Sunday morning that the Gospel is 
heralded from Christian pulpits. Visit 
hls place of worship on Saturday mor i- 
ing. an<J where do you ilnd the Jew? 
Most likely you will find him at hls 
place of business. Can any other lea- 
fun be assigned for this dleuegarl of 
the Jewish Sabbath than commercial 
excuses? Efforts have been put forth 
by the Christian world for the evan¬ 
gelization of the Jew. Old John Muihr, 
of Germany, was Impressed with the 
Idea that more attention should be 
given to preaching the Gospel to tne 
J^ws. Prof. Fran eke took up Muller's 
ideas and lectured upon the subject. A 
student by tie nun,* of Callfenberg un¬ 
dertook actively the work of Jewish 
evangelization. In the year 1723 the 
(’alienberg Jewish and Mohammedan 
Institute was formed and did a great 
work In its way. 

"There are now at least 130.000 ton- 
verts to the Christian Talth from tlie 
ranks of the J*»ws. At Last 1.JO0 of 
these occupy important positions as 
professors or preachers. The Chur* h 
of England alone has at least 264 min¬ 
isters who have been obtained from ihe 
ranks of the Jews. The reason the 
mission boards of the various churches 
d*« not expend more time and money 
on the conversion of the Jew is because 
they do not get as ready retu» ns in 
numbers of converts as they do when 
working among other classes. Ini: it 
seems to me that when the quality of 
th * convert is taken into toasid-cMlon 
and his usefulness after conversion, 
mere time and money should be ex- 
P’-rdec! by the Christian world hi win¬ 
ning the Jew to the Saviour who first 
riinie unto Ills own and Hls own re¬ 
el tved Him not.

EVOLUTION IS HELPLESS IN 
SOLVING THEM. 


THE CHRISTIAN PHILOSOPHY. 


Confirms Conclusion That Scripture 
and Science Are Not In Conflict 
and Bible Is Divine. 


DR. F. R. BEATTIE’S LECTURE. 


The Rev. Francis R. Beattie delivered 
the fourth of hls series of lectures on 
evolution and Christianity at the Sec¬ 
ond Presbyterian church yesterday af¬ 
ternoon at 3:30 o'clock. The attendance 
was larger than at any preceding lec¬ 
ture, and the audience represented 
nearly all the churches and not a few 
outside of the church. So far, the in¬ 
terest In these lectures has been un¬ 
usual, and It is likely to grow, as the 
more vital topics later on in the course 
are discusred. The special theme yes¬ 
terday was "Evolution and the Creative 
Dayp," and, after a brief review of the 
two preceding lectures. Dr. Beattie en¬ 
tered at once on hls eubject, as fol¬ 
lows: 

"We meet for our fourth study. Its 
theme leads us to think of the six duys 
of creation In the light of the Bible and 
geology. In former lectures, we have 
been thinking of atoms and molecules, 
of affinity, cohesion and gravitation. In 
a wide, comprehensive and somewhat 
abstruse way. We now have to deal 
with this round earth on which we live. 
We are to think of the history of its 
formation, so far «s its crust is con¬ 
cerned, for it is generally held that the 
bowels of the earth are molten matter. 
Here we have to consider the 
cosmogony and geogony whclh the 
six creative days and the record of the 
rocks unfolds. For order ar.d brevity 
our discussion may be gathered round 
five points. 

"First, the biblical narrative arrests 
attention. Here we take the Bible to 
contain a Divine revelation and to bo 
the Inspired word of God. This Is held 
fast. Now. prior t«» the six days we 
have the beginning of verses one and 
two of the flm chapter of Genesis. Here 
God Is said to have created the heavens 
and the earth, and all was chare and 
darkness at first. Then followed the six 
days in splendid succession. The first 
day brought light Into being. The sec¬ 
ond separated the waters below from 
those above, hence seas and clouds 
originated. The third saw the dry land 
and the oceans separated: and at Its 
close grass, herbs and trees were 
brought into existence. The fourth finds 
the sun. moon and stars set in relation 
to the earth, to rule the night and duy. 
The fifth tells of the genesis of the’ 
fowls and fishes, for the air and water. 
The sixth recounts the origin of the 
mammals to people the face of the dry 
land, and. to crown all. man, made In 
the Image and likeness of God. Last of 
all comes the Sabbath of Divine rest. 

"Note the scientific fact for each day. 
First, cosmic light: second, atmosphere; 
third, the dry land and vegetable life; 
fourth, the heavenly bodies; fifth, fowls 
and fishes; sixth, herbivorous and car¬ 
nivorous mammals, with man, last of 
all. 

• • • 

Relation of the Days. 

"The first and fourth days are re¬ 
lated-light and light-bearing bodies. 
The second and fifth days correspond— 
the atmosphere and water, with fowls 
and fishes. The third and sixth also 
agree—the dry land and the beasts 
which dwell on the earth's surface. Such 
Is the remarkable record, stamped with 
a character nil Divine. 

"Secondly, the geological record comes 
into notice, for it is taken to correspond , 
in some way with the Scriptural nnr- j 
ratlve. Here we have the story of the 
formation of th** earth’s crust, from Its , 
simple foundations to its ptesent organ¬ 
ized form. 

"This record is to be looked at from 
two points of view. One relates to the 
mere stratification of the rocks, which 
Is lithrological geology. Here we have 
the primary, the secondary, the tertiary 
and quarternary orders or groups of 
rocks in general. The primary or oldest 
are unmratified, the secondary are often 
melamorphic or changed by fire, the 
others are stratified. und show the In¬ 
fluence of water in their production. 

It Is to be noted that there is gtaduul 
Increase of organization all through. 

"The other aspect of the geological 
record is the paleontological which 
relates to the life remains formed in 
the rock>». Here geology comes into 
close touch with Genesis. The oldest 
rocks are azoic, with no life remains, 
later, are oezoic, with the dawn of life 
appearing; still later, are paleozoic, 
with old life relh ® Subsequently come 
' the nesozolc or middle life remains, and 
lastly the katnozolc or recent forms of 
fossil life r£malns. Here there is grad¬ 
ual downward progress in development, 
with great breaks und new beginnings, 
yet steady onward progress till the 
earth 1 m fit for man to inhabit it. This 
whole subject of geology is of vast In¬ 
terest. and Is commended for study. 

"Thirdly, the interpretation of the 
term ‘Dny’ is of interest In relatlon 
both to Genesis and geology. What s 
meant by the term used in the B bte? 
Here many theories are broache I. We 
note the two main ones. 

"One holds that a long period Is cov¬ 
ered by Genesis l. t 1-2, during wl Ich all 
the older n - ks with their f-.ssil r-mains 
came into existence. This mean.- that 
the earth was then organized and filled 
with all form? . f life. Then because of 
a great catastrophe, which some con¬ 
nect with ihe apostacy of th-? fallen 
angels, the earth was reduced to chaos 
and darkness. This was followed by 
the doings of the six days in ratwd su - 
cession, during which. In twenty-four 
hours, light and the other tilings were 
brought into being In order. 

"The other theory holds then that a 
long period Is denoted by verges one and 
two, and then six long creative periods 
corresponding In some degree with geo¬ 
logical eras are denoted by the s;x days, 
culminating In the period of th r rr*-t of 
God on the seventh day. If tills former 
be termed the restitution theory, tiffs 
may be called the concordistlc.

STRONG SERMON. 


MAN FORGES HIS OWN CHAINS. 


Speaker Paints a Vivid Picture of 
Fettered Humanity and Opens 
a Way For Escape.* 


A BEAUTIFUL SONG SERVICE. 


Perhaps the largest audience at Ma- 
cauley’s Theater this season heard "A 
King In Chains, or the Bondage of Sin," 
last night. It was not an opera or 
a melodrama, but a powerful sermon 
preached by the Rev. E. L. Powell, pas¬ 
tor of the First Christian church. The 
discourse was the fourth of a series of 
theater meetings inaugurated at the old 
Masonic last September and transferred 
to Macauley’s from the Temple after 
Mr. Hopkins, of Chicago, took charge 
of tlie latter playhouse. 

The inclement weather—a falling 
temperature and hint* of rain—had no 
effect on those who wanted to attend 
the service, and by 7:30 o’clock every 
seat In parquet, dress circle, balcony 
and in the boxes was filled. 

After two hymn* Mr. Powell read a 
lesson from the Scripture, which was 
followed by a hymn with the congrega¬ 
tion standing. The Rev. Sam M. Ber¬ 
nard. pastor of the Parkland Christian 
church, led the congregation in prayer. 

The anthem, "Hock of Ages." Dudley 
Buck’s arrangement, was next sung by 
the quartet, composed of Miss Flora 
M. Bertelle, soprano; Miss Lida Maur, 
alto; Mr. T. Grant Slaughter, tenor; 
Mr. Frank Quast, bass. A soprano solo 
by Miss Bertelle. "Come Unto Me," 
preceded the sermon.

Gratified At Outpouring. 


1st must bear In mind, and not claim 
too much. 

"Lastly, tve wish to point out that 
even if we admit that evolution does 
account for certain facts in limited 
areas there are still many problem* 
which need God. the basis of a Christian 
philosophy. We only mention four of 
these. 

"First, for the beginning of organ¬ 
ization. an organizer who has skiff and 
power It needed. Darkness does not 
make light, nor the nonvltal the vitAl. 
So on all through. 

"Secondly, the genesis of life has to 
be accounted for. Life docs not come 
from the nonliving, so evolution Is help¬ 
less. The hypothesis of a living God 
suffices. 

"Thirdly, the origin of sensation and 
consciousness, as the basis of pain and 
pleasure. The nonsensitive does not 
produce the sensitive. The Christian Idea 
of Gqd fully meets this case. 

"Fourthly, man. made In the image of 
God. must be accounted for. Material¬ 
istic evolution cartnot do this. As this 
point comes up later on, when we derfl 
with the origin of man, nothing more 
Is said now. 

"For these four problems the Christian 
philosophy i« needed, and we make this 
claim In the interests of sound science 
and of true Christian thought. This 
confirms the conclusion that the Scrip¬ 
ture and science are not in conflict, and 
that the Bible is ail divine. The universe 
needs God to solve Us wonderful prob¬ 
lems, and we can solve all wffth this 
postulate which Christianity reaches. 
The n»*xt lecture will have as its theme 
'Evolution and the Nebular Hypothesis.’ 
which leads us to think of the stellar 
heavens as well as our own earth."

ELECTRICAL FIXTURES. 


Mr. Powell began by txpressin great 
gratification and pleasure at the mag¬ 
nificent audience. The text was from 
the sixteenth verse of the sixth chap¬ 
ter of Paul’s epistle to the Romans, 
which relates to servants, and was in 
accord w*ith the title of the discourse. 

The preacher then spoke of sin as a 
master under whom are servants, a 
King, sceptered and crowmed, who 
reigns and rules. It was pronounced 
vain for one to escape from the awful 
fact of bondage. Man forges hU ow*n 
chains, goes within the prison walls of 
sin. because he tin* cliuic-n Ic be Its 
bond slave. Man Is the only part of 
th© animal creation that deliberately 
Inflicts punishment on himself, t 

The bondage of sin. according to Mr. 
Powell, comes gradually—not in a day, 
nor a week. 

The characteristics of the bondage 
then outlln**d. Sin enslAves 
body. With whip and spur It draws 
man under. In the fettered body of 
man he found something more petrified 
than tin* Coliseum ruin. 

Sin enslaves the princely power of the 
South, he coll of drink did much of 
the harm, leaving a will In chains, with 
no hope of breaking the fetters that 
bind. 

Sin enslaves the sensibilities. And 
her*- Mr. Powell grew the most eloquent 
of the evening. He remarked on the 
great distinction between natures and 
illustrated it by the two men who vis¬ 
ited Niagara Falls, one to behold in it 
the mightiest work of God. while the 
other saw only a gTeat body of falling 
water. He was sorry there existed In 
all the world a man who had lost all 
feeling. He said sin corrupts the na¬ 
ture and'blunts the sensibilities.

Sin Enslaves the Conscience. 


Sin enslaves the conscience. Beware 
of the time, he said, when the con¬ 
science no longer gives a signal. He 
urged the necessity of keeping the con¬ 
science sensitive. 

Bln enslaves the soul by attractive¬ 
ness—a beauty that leads to death. 

The hearers were cautioned to look 
ahead as well as around—love the beau¬ 
tiful, but not that which is stnful. 

Mr. Powell closed his sermon with a 
few words about the close of the year— 
a circumstance that ought to cause se¬ 
riousness. 

The congregation stood during the In¬ 
vitation hymn, after which the bene¬ 
diction was pronounced. 

two theories cannot now be given. Each 
contends that, on grounds of Scripture 
and geology, it gives the best explana¬ 
tion of all the facts. The restltutlonist 
says that he does Justice to the primary 
meaning of the term 'Day;' the con¬ 
cordat says that he takes a frequent 
Scriptural meaning of R, and points out 
the fact that In the first chapter of 
Genesis the term Is uted in two a-nses. 
The restltutlonist assorts that he ac¬ 
counts tor the facts of geology by as¬ 
suming a long period under verses one 
and two. The concordlst replies that 
h* gives continuity to the life remains 
and thus best explains the fact of geol¬ 
ogy. Thus the battle wasus and it Is 
yet toe soon to say dogmatically which 
Is the correct. Either is admissible, so 
far as the Scripture language is con¬ 
cerned. und geology has not yet abso¬ 
lutely settled the question. But the 
truth of God’s word has nothing to fear 
in this connection. 

"Fourthly, the explanation which evo¬ 
lutionary philosophy gives of this pro* 
gresslve periodic account of the history 
of the earth. This !s very simple. It 
holds, in Its materialistic type, that the 
earth was at first in a simple, unorgan¬ 
ized form and giaduaUy by IU own re 
sources developed In complexity. The 
stratified rocks succeeded the unstratl- 
fied, the nonliving oarne to be llvlnsr. 
the noncon?rious rose to consol YU*nei*R 
the nonmoral became the moral, and me 
nonrellgious became the religious, it. 
this way, on a purely materialist c has k 
and by a imrely mechanical procest 
the progn?sfi denoted by the six days Is 
to be understood os »!»■> the story of 
geology. 

"Here it Is to he noticed that evolu 
tlon cannot account for the origin of the 
material or the forces which aie In* 
volved In the progress In question. Not 
does It secure concord between geology 
and Genesis for each of the six day 
The first and second days give too llttli 
geological material, while tin* fourt 
day is clearly astronomical. «This leaves 
at most three days and a half where 
concord is possible. This the evolution*
